I Chicago tt**r em#n. 
The other day I had rath e r an inter- 
j esting conversation with H ugh O'Neill, 
who has had large experience with 
* horses in Kentucky, both aa a livery­ 
man and an anatom ical shoer, in which 
latter business he us now engaged in 
this city. 
He agrees with your co r­ 
respondent that there is a vast deal of 
) caiMessness about horses’ feet in this 
state, w here the outside world su p ­ 
poses Hie care of horses is reduced to 
a science. 
It is not an unusual tlong 
to #ee a stable-hand rub down a good 
horse, wash dow n bis legs to the p o st­ 
ern joints and leave ail the dirt about 
his fet-lock* and the crow n of his hoof, 
dam p and disagreeable, to dry as it 
will. 
This is my own observation. Mr. 
O’Neill is decidedly of the opinion 
j that m ost K entuckians 
allow their 
horses’ hoofs to become too hard, 
w hereby they get brittle and break 
! easily. 
The anim als are driven on 
: hard stone roads and m ade to stand 
j on hard floor# in the stalls; and it is 
h s experience th at the bad efiect is 
usually upon the front fe e t 
To p re­ 
serve the feet it was his practice to 
have the stalls bedded with n atu ra l 
I clay. especially for the fore feet. 
He 
prefers clay to anything, as it is the 
I elem ent on which the horse's feet are 
I n aturally m ade to rc-t. 
In shoeing he 
contends th a t it is necessary to pare 
: down into the Soft portion of the hoof: 
but adds that some shoers overdo in 
that p articular part, th e carria g e of 
the foot very I arg iy depends, 
as i s 
well know n to all shoers and hor- em en 
in general. 
Mr. O’Neill assures »*»■ 
th a t K entuckian' generally are pay­ 
ing more attention to their horses’ 
feet th an they form erly did, This only 
agrees with facts in regard to all other 
facts, of the noble animal.

Indeed, instead 
of regarding lives so long as something 
abnormal and 
extraordinary, 
they 
ought, perhaps, to be regarded as com­ 
ing nearer to the full measure and best 
rule of existence, 
while the lives of 
most men are shortened and cut off be- | 
fore their real maturity. 
Old age has 
been, and is too much regarded as but 
the lee'? of life unlovable, squalid, and 
pitiable, as the Greeks were always be­ 
wailing it to be. 
Men want to live 
long, but hate old age. 
Tho grand 
secular life w inch ended at Rainsgato 
the other day -ijou’d serve to teach tho 
thoughtless aud the foolish how noble 
and desirable is an oid age of activity 
and wisdom. 
Men at the longest do 
not get so much of life that they can ) 
afford to neglect even the smallest part 
of it.

course by the other nine, which arc be­ 
ing built.

The engine-house contain­ 
ing the air-compressing machinery is 
I situated at the Holloway road cud* of 
i the tramway line, where there arc 
j boiler-, engines, and pumps, by means 
I of which atmospheric air is compress- 
! cd, at a pressure of 450 pounds per 
I square inch, into reservoirs placed in 
I tho engine-house. 
From these reser­ 
voirs the air is conveyed to the tram- 
j car through charging pipes with prop- 
I cr couplings, which are connected up 
! for charging and disconnected when 
I the reservoirs on the c a r—which aro 
j placed underneath the platform—are 
charged to the necessary pressure. 
The principal feature of tho system, 
I however, is that the air in passing 
from the reservoirs on tho tram-ca*; 
| the cylinders of the engine is cor,duct_ 
cd through boiiiug water and steam at 
a pressure of sixty pounds to the square 
I inch, which is contained in what is 
I known as a hot-pot. 
This hot-pot is 
charged at the compressing station 
; while the car reservoirs arc being filL 
I ed with compressed air. By this means 
I tne heat which tho air takes up Aurin" 
< its passage through Hie hot water not 
■ only causes the air to expand, but prr . 
' vents the formation of snow in \lUi 
; cylinders and at the exhaust.

I lie council met on 3Ionday evening 
to take action on the proposals for build” 
ing a bridge across the ravine from K ing­ 
wood to Kindred street. 
T he Aldermen 
were all present with the exception of 
Alderman Graham. 
Four proposals were 
read as follows; 
Bid of L. IL Munson to Duilei a bridge 
22 foot, wide, the maximum height, to be 
43 feet for $2,400, the bridge to he co m ­ 
plete in all details. 
Bid of S. 31. Hewitt, of Minneapolis, 
to construct a bridge consisting of 650 
feet of bent work, eighteen feet of road­ 
way and a sidewalk 5 '2 feet wide for 
$2,875, 
This bid comprised three plans 
and specifications, the other two being 
several hundred dollars higher. 
Ed. Mahan submitted a letter to the 
council in which he slated that the 
bridge could be built for $2,375. 
He also 
stated to them that lie would lake the 
contract by the day and guaranteed satis­ 
faction at $400, lie hiring all the men 
and furnishing the heavy tools. 
Mr. 
Mahan further stated to the council that 
he would like to hid on Hie bridge, if 
they would furnish sufficient plans to 
make an estimate from. 
The bul of F. A. ti. King was to the 
effect that lie would build a bridge ac­ 
cording to specifications furnished by 
him for $2,375. 
The bridge to be 24 feet 
wide, with eighteen foot roadway and 
six foot side walk. 
A fter a discussion of a half hour Ald. 
Percy moved to accept Mr. K ing's bid, 
subject to contract to be drawn up by 
city attorney hum and Hint bis bond be 
fixed at $2,500. 
This motion was sec­ 
onded h}* Ald. Ort and the* council voted 
on it as 
follow*: 
Yes—Ort, Taylor, 
Howe, Percy, Hcmpsted and Forsyth. 
No—Keene and Doran, and the motion 
was carried. 
Alderman Ilempstcd made a motion 
which was seconded and carried, that 
the President appoint a committee of 
three to superintend Hie construction of 
the same and accept it in the name of 
the city when completed. 
Ald. Taylor, 
Percy and Hcmpsted were appointed. 
Council adjourned. 
To a man up a tree it would seem that 
Hie council were in somewhat of a hurry 
for this bridge. 
The advertising for pro­ 
posals was not done officially until S atu r­ 
day afternoon and Hie council was called 
to let the contract .Monday night. 
This 
did not give m uch chance for competition 
or sharp bidding; of course it gave one 
or two men who knew what the specifi­ 
cations were • chance, but the city is 
not in shape to pay out any more money 
than is actually necessary’ and had the 
council seen fit to publish specifications 
in the three newspapers and given aw eek 
longer for the bids to be received we 
think they would have done a wise thing 
both for themselves and for the city.— 
There is no doubt but what Mr. King 
will build ju*t as good and substantial a 
structure as any man that could have 
been selected, hut that is not the point, 
the city is already quite heavily in debt 
and to a good many of our citizens this 
bridge at the pre--ut state of circum­ 
stances is looked at a* a luxury and not 
necessity—at lea t until spring—hut if it 
must be built immediately in the wisdom 
of tile council why rush the m atter 
through in so -bort a time without giv­ 
ing all contra* tors a fair show.

sort of superiority of tissue or habit or 
environment. 
it is to have held out 
longest in the hopeless tight of all 
things living against death, and per­ 
haps to have shown that most men die 
before their time. 
Let men affect what pretense of pes­ 
simism and disgust with life they will, 
they cannot help loving life and cliug- 
ing to it. 
Religious enthusiasm may 
regard it as but a passage tho sooner 
crossed the better to a higher form of 
existence; and inability to perform its 
duties or incapacity for its enjoyments 
may lead weak unfortunate natures to 
throw it blindly away; but to men 
thoroughly sane,organization and ener­ 
gies evenly developed, life is something 
to be loved for itseif, and nil means 
and instauces of its prolongation are 
worthy to be studied. 
Men whom life 
disgusts or bores aro deprived of tho 
faculty of judging it properly. 
Life is 
not for them, but for those who know 
how to use it; ami to those who know, 
and aro so fortunate in mind and cir­ 
cumstance as to expend and not con­ 
tract their sympathies, it must be as 
desirable, as interesting, as well worth 
living at 80 or 90 a.> at 25.

he remains young, and so much tho 
! greater are his cbanccs of coming to 
what is called old age. 
That torpid 
and dark old age wherein the physical 
powers have feebly survived too decay 
of the intellectual is but death devoid 
1 of its peace and dignity; but what tune 
I of man’s years is more splendid and 
imposing than the tranquil old age of a 
; life which has widened as it lengthen* 
I ed. the majestic age of i'iato, Michael 
Angelo, and Goethe? 
The ordinary life of man seems to be 
deprived and defrauded, compared with 
these lives to which wisdom and length 
of days were given. 
Ihe full century 
of existence whtch .Sir Moses Monte* 
fiore filled with beneficent activities is 
not too long to live. 
Indeed, instead 
of regarding lives so long as something 
abnormal and 
extraordinary, 
they 
j ought, perhaps, to be regarded as com­ 
ing nearer to the full measure and best 
j rule of existence, 
while the lives of 
I most men are shortened and cut oir be­ 
fore their real maturity. 
O.d age has 
I been, and is too much regarded as but 
; the lees of life unlovable, squalid, and 
j pitiable, as the Greeks were always be­ 
wailing it to be. 
Men want to livo 
; long, but hate 
I secular life w h ch 
• the other day -diouul serve to leach tho 
thoughtless and the ioolish how noble 
l and desirable is an old age of activity 
! and wisdom.

About two years since, says the Lou­ 
don h r net, we described a system of 
air-driven tram-cars which was then 
about to be adopted on the Caledonian 
road line of the London Streets Tram­ 
way company’s system. 
This was tho 
Mekarski system, and the car which 
was then experimented with was put 
on for regular traffic, and was worked 
for about two mouths, 
taking its turn 
with the pair of horsc-cars. 
It was in­ 
tended then to displace tho whole of 
the horse-worked cars on this lino by 
ten air-driven cars, but various 
de­ 
lays occurred which prevented effect 
being given to this intention until the 
present time. Now, however, arrange­ 
ments have been completed, an^ tho 
first of tbe scries of cars will very 
shortly be placed on tho line for regu­ 
lar working, to be followed in 
due 
course by the other nine, which aro be­ 
ing built. 
Since our previous notice, 
however, several improvements liavo 
been introduced into the details of the 
air-engines, which are now made upon 
the compound principle. 
The high- 
pressure cylinder is five aud a quarter 
inches, and the 
low-pressure eight 
inches in diameter, with an eight-inch 
stroke, and through these the com­ 
pressed air from the reservoirs is suc­ 
cessively used. 
Means are provided 
by which the high-pressure air can bo 
used in the low-pressure cylinder if 
necessary. 
The engine-house contain­ 
ing tho air-compressing machinery is 
situated at the Holloway road cud of 
the tramway line, 
where there arc 
boilers, engines, and pumps, by means 
of which atmospheric air is compress­ 
ed, at a pressure of 450 pounds per 
square inch, into reservoirs placed in 
tho engine-house. 
From these reser­ 
voirs the air is conveyed to the tram- 
car through ehargiug pipes with prop­ 
er couplings, which aro connected up 
for charging and disconnected when 
the reservoirs on tho c a r—which aro 
placed underneath the platform—are 
charged to the necessary 
pressure. 
The principal feature of tho system, 
however, is that the air in passing 
from the reservoirs on tho trum-car. to 
the cylinders of tho engine is corl(ii|Ct_ 
ed through boiling water and steam at 
a pressure of sixty pounds to the square 
inch, which is contained in what is 
known as a hot-pot. 
This hot-pot is 
charged at the compressing station 
while the car reservoirs aro fieiug till­ 
ed with compressed air. By this means 
tnc heat which tho air takes up during 
its passago through tho hot water nol 
only causes the air to expand, but p r r . 
vents the formation of snow in ;j10 
cylinders and at toe exhaust, 
Tho 
working pressure in the high-pr^^uro 
cylinder ranges from 150 pounds down 
to 50 pounds per square inch, and can 
bo varied at will. 
There n r; efficient 
brake arrangements, and nil the other 
requirements of tho board of trade have 
been amply met. 
The first of 
the 
scrica of cars for the Ualedonian road 
lino was inspected reeeutiy at the in­ 
ventions exhibition by a number of 
gentlemen interested in tramway lo­ 
comotion. 
I hey 
were received by 
C’apt. Clippertou on behalf of the com­ 
pany, and tho construction of tho en­ 
gine and its working were explained 
by Mr. Harris, for Sir Frederick Bram- 
woll, who is the engineer for tno Me­ 
karski company, but who was unavoid­ 
ably absent. 
The car was run to and 
fro on a short lino in the south prom­ 
enade of the exhibition, its workinfr 
powers being satisfactorily demonstrat” 
ed over such severe curves as could 
not occur in practice. 
Wo may add 
that tho tram-cars upon tho Mekarski 
system have been successfully working 
on tho tramway linos at Nantes, in 
France, for tho last six years.

1 lie council met tin 3Ionday evening 
to take action on the proposals for build­ 
ing a bridge across the ravine from King- 
wood to Kindred street. 
The Aldermen 
were all present with the exception of 
Alderman Graham. 
Four proposals were 
road as follows; 
Bid of L. R. Munson to build a bridge 
22 foot, wide, the maximum height, to bo 
43 feet for $2,400, the bridge to be co m ­ 
plete in all details. 
Bid of S. M. Hewitt, of Alinneapolis, 
to construct a bridge consisting of 650 
feet of bent work, eighteen feet of road­ 
way and a sidewalk 5}.j feet wide for 
$2,875, 
Tills bid comprised three plans 
and specifications, the other two being 
several hundred dollars higher. 
Ed. 31 a ban subm itted a letter to the 
council in which be stated that the 
bridge could he built for $2,375. 
He also 
stated to them that he would take the 
contract by the day and guaranteed satis­ 
faction at $4.00, he hiring all the men 
and 
furnishing tlie heavy tools. 
Mr. 
Mahan further stated to the council that 
he would like to hid on the bridge, if 
they would furnish sufficient plans to 
make an estimate from. 
The bid of F. A. B. King was to the 
effect that he would build a bridge ac­ 
cording to specifications furnished by 
lnm for $2,375. 
The bridge to be 24 feet 
wide, with eighteen foot roadway and 
six foot side walk. 
A fter a discussion of a half hour Aid. 
Percy moved to accept Mr. K ing's bid, 
subject to contract to he draw n up by 
city attorney Lum and th a t his bond be 
fixed at $2,500. 
This motion was sec­ 
onded by Aid. Ort and the council voted 
on it as 
follow*: 
Yes—Ort, Taylor, 
Howe, Percy, Jlernpsted and Forsyth. 
N o—Keene and Doran, and the motion 
was carried. 
Alderman Hem paled made a motion 
which was seconded and carried, that 
the President appoint a committee of 
three to superintend the construction of 
the same and accept it in the name of 
the city w hen completed. 
Aid. Taylor, 
Percy and H em psted were appointed. 
Council adjourned. 
To a man up a tree it would seem that 
the council were in somewhat of a hurry 
for this bridge. 
The advertising for pro­ 
posals was not done officially until S atu r­ 
day afternoon and the council was called 
to let the contract Monday night. 
T his 
did not give m uch chance lor competition 
or sharp bidding; of course it gave one 
or two incn who knew what the specifi­ 
cations were • chance, but the city is 
not in shape to pay out any more money 
than is actually necessary* and had the 
council seen fit to publish specifications 
in the three newspapers and given a w eek 
longer for the bids to be received we 
think they would have done a wise th in g 
both for themselves and for the city.— 
There is no doubt but what 3Ir. K ing 
will build just as good and substantial a 
structure as any man that could b are 
been selected, but that is not the point, 
the city is already quite heavily in debt 
and to a good many of our citizens this 
bridge at the present state of circum ­ 
stances is looked at as a luxury and not 
necessity—at least until spring—hut if it 
must be built immediately in the wisdom 
of the count il 
why rush the n a t te r 
through in so short a tune w ithout g iv ­ 
ing all contractors a fair show.

Everyone, says Houseffol 1 W ord' 
has heard of the great Robert Houdin 
Besides being the prince of con urort 
he was an able mathem atician and 
mechanic an, and h s electric clock 
tnadc for the Hotel de Ville, of his na­ 
tive toWn of Bio’s, tobtaihed a tnedal 
at the Baris exhibition. 
It was not 
generally known that he was sent to 
Algeria by the French governm ent o i 
a mission connected with the black art 
—probably the first time that a con­ 
juror has been called on to exorcise 
h s profession in governm ent employ. 
The details of his expedition havii been 
published; 
Its object was to destroy 
tfie influence 
exercised am ong the 
Arab tribes by the marabouts, an in­ 
fluence often mischievously applied. 
By a few clumsy tricks and impostures, 
these m arabouts pass themselves off as 
sorcerers. 
No one, it was thought, 
was better able to eclipse their skill 
and discredit their science thah the 
man of the inexhaustible bottles. 
One 
of the great pretentions of the m ara ­ 
bout was to invulnerability. 
At the 
moment that a loaded musket was 
fired at him and the trigger pulled he 
pronounced a few cabalistic words and 
the Weapon did not go off. 
Houdin

the eyes and quivering of the lids, a 
m om entary stagger, and then the per­ 
son falls to the ground in an uncon 
scions condition, or falls back in h s 
seat with all his muscles relaxed. 
It 
he feels h s pulse, he finds it weak and 
rapid, perhaps so weak that it cannot 
be felt at the wrist. 
The breathing is 
irregular and feeble, sometimes h a rd ­ 
ly pe.eept ble but for the occas onal 
faint sigh. 
Now that we understand in a fair 
mea-ure the condition of the per.-on 
who has fainted, we are in posit on to 
guide this im aginary bystander in his 
efforts to restore the con-eiotisness of 
his neighbor. 
He -hould at once lay 
Iim flat upon his back, m ile s nature 
has already done -o for him. 
This 
s 
to aid the flow of blood to the brain. 
It is well, sometimes, in severe cases, 
to ra'se the f**et so that the head shall 
be tie* lowest part of the boilv. 
The 
clothing about the neck and che t 
should be loo ened. that every effort to 
breathe may be encouraged. 
Care 
must be taken that, the base of the 
tongue 
does 
not 
fall back 
it to 
the gpllet and choke the 
person. 
Windows should be opened and crow d­ 
ing about the patient prevented. These 
proceed ngs are all d reeled to w ard ' 
removing impediments to the eircula- 
I on. for the respirat'ou and activit. of 
the heart are intimately connected with 
each other. 
In order to more d rectly st inula’e 
the heart and incite it to proper action, 
am m onia (hartshorn) 
or 
smell ng 
?alts held to the nose, a 1 ttle cold w a ­ 
ter dashed on the fa*e, rubb n r the 
arm s from and the had tow ards the 
body, thereby encouraging the flow of 
blood to the heart, a -ip of brandy i r 
sp rits of any kind, w 11 be found use 
fill. 
A deep sigh is usually the firs; 
sign that recovery is taking phi c, 
then there is a slight movement of the 
face < r hands, and gradually consci­ 
ousness is res'ored and the eyes open 
After a faint a per on - hould lie st 11 
for awhile and take .-onie form of light 
nourishment such as milk, milk punch 
or both—the lat er pre erably hot 
In 
cases where a person leels faint with 
out fainting away, he sou Id 1 e down, 
if possible, with the head on a level 
with the body, and not propped up on 
a pillow. 
In some ca-es simply bow­ 
ing the head wav down into the lap 
will strengthen the failing cerebral 
circulation sufficiently to avert faint­ 
ing. 
W here fainting is the result of se­ 
vere bleed ng, the bleeding should be 
lir>t treated and then efforts directed 
to restore consciousness.

do. 
An Indian juggler is generally 
clothed only with a strip of muslin 
fastened around his body. 
II * limbs 
are bare. 
H«* sta n d ' in an open court­ 
yard without a tree, a grass plot or the 
shelter of a tent; and in the in dst of a 
ring of spectator!?. a!l gazing at him 
with intense watchfulness, he calmly 
performs tricks which look like m ira­ 
cles. 
For instance, he extends to you his 
empty hands. 
You see that there is 
nothing in them. 
He stoops down, 
picks up two or three pebbles, rubs 
his hands together and presently there 
is a shining silver rupee. 
Again he shows you his bare hands, 
picks up the rupee, breaks it in two, or 
pretends to do so, and there are two 
coins.

The business 
is profitable in w inter providing one 
understands it. 
In cold w eather it 
takes about three weeks to hatch an 
egg; and in ten xveeks the chickens, if 
well taken care of. will average from 
one and a half to two pound-.
